At World's Fair Stimulated 
Fruit Growing Interest Here 


Those choice fruits you'll see on 
I.splay at the Horticulture exhibit 
of the South Mountain Fair are 
the results of almost sixty years 
of industry, ingenuity, and good 
fortune on Adams County orchards 
md vineyard*. 
Actually it was the chance re­ 
marks of Cashtown farmer, Noah 
Shelly, to commercial apple buyers 
at the 1893 Chicago World's Fair 
that had a good deal to do with 
the rise of Adams County to the 
top of the apple producing list. 
Chatting with exhibitors at t h e 
Chicago fair, Sheely chided the 
apple 
buyers 
on 
the 
fact 
that 
they'd “never really tasted a good 
apple unless they's had one from 
Adams County.” He also invited 
them into his home neighborhood 
to do their future buying. 
Sheely had an o r c h a r d near 
Cashtown with about 5.000 trees. 
The year after the fair a couple j 
of buyers from Michigan stopped 
off in 
Adam* County 
to t e s t 
Sheely * statement. They liked the 
apples and began buying them up 
and supervising their barrelling. 
Had Local Fame 
Up to this time Afiams County I 
fruit had only local fame.
